The Perfection of God's Work 


All of God’s work is perfect. When 
flowers, or feathers, or moss, or insects’ 
wings or snow crystals are closely ex- 

aminéd with a microscope, they reveal 
inal and more beauties and perfections 
which display the wisdom and power of 
God. Matthew Henry says: “The works 
of art, the more closely they are looked 
upon with the help of microscopes, the 
more rough they appear; the works of 
nature through these glasses appear 
more fine and exact. They are all made 
in wisdom, for they are all made to 
answer the end they were designed to 
serve, the good of the universe, in order 
to the glory of the universal Monarch” 
(on Psa, 104). Examine a fine painting 
with a magnifying glass, and the beauty 


of the design is lost in the miniature 
hills and valleys created by the oils on 
the canvas. The Bible is a kind of mag- 
nifying glass. The better we know it, 
the more fully it reveals the imperfec- 
tions of our own hearts, and at the same 
time, the infinite holiness, power, wis- 
dom, and foreknowledge of God. The 
more we know of His handiwork in 
nature—whether it is seen through the 
microscope, binoculars, or the telescope 
—the more firmly we are convinced that 
“as for God, his way is perfect” (2 Sam. 
22:31). His wisdom can be seen in the 
adaptation of various forms of life to 
their environment. Think of the stream- 
lining of birds, the formation of bills 
and feet to suit their habits of feeding, 
the seed-eaters as a rule having thick 
bills and insect-eaters having thin bills; 
their protective coloration, so that it is 
almost impossible to see a woodcock 
sitting in dry grass or leaves, or a night- 
hawk or whippoorwill perched length- 
wise on a limb. Then there are the 
myriad forms of sea life, each made to 
live, take in food, and reproduce in 
their particular environment, whether in 
tropical or arctic waters. He must have 
given the birds and flowers and fishes 
their wonderful varieties of color for 


our pleasure as well as His own. The 
beautiful colored moving pictures pro- 
duded by the Moody Institute of Science 
have’ enabled multitudes of people to 
view on the screen many of the amazing 
processes in nature. Two aspects of 
God’s perfect work are beautifully set 
forth in the Nineteenth Psalm: the first 
part speaking of some of God’s miracles 
in the world and the second part set- 
ting forth the power of the Word. The 
perfection of God’s work in creation 
should remind us that, if He has done 


‘so much to beautify the natural world 


and cause it to operate regularly and 
smoothly, it is surely His desire to con- 
trol our spirits, minds, and bodies so 
that the beauty of holiness shall be seen 
in us who-are His people. None of His 
works in creation is so great as the re- 
demption He has wrought for ‘us in 
Christ; and as we meditate upon this 
grand theme in the Gospels and Epistles, 
we shall be led to exclaim with Paul: 
“O the depth of the riches both of the 
wisdom and knowledge of God! how un- 
searchable are his judgments, and his 
ways past finding out! .. . For of him, 
and. through him, and to him, are 
things:, to whom be glory for ever, 
Amen” (Rom, 11:33, 26).

the co-operation of vitamin B1 is indis- 
pensable. Alcohol kills the vitamin. M. 
Lavollay reports a series of jother sub- 
stances in the grape which/ co-operate 
with vitamins—flavonols, catechines, an- 
thocyenes, and so forth. Flavonols are 
abundant in unfermented wine. They 
prevent the fragilization of the walls of 
blood vessels and invigorate the heart. 
The combustion of grape sugar in the 
muscles leaves a waste product, lactic 
acid, which is the cause of fatigue. A 
mere trace of flavonol will revive the 
Heart when suffering from lactic acid 
poisoning. This helps explain why M. 
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Lavollay could report a twenty-six per 
cent superiority in production in those 
given only grape juice over others re- 
ceiving food with three times as many 
calories. They were protected from 
fatigue by the flavonols. 

All these lovely adjustments are ruth- 
lessly destroyed by fermentation, yet 
there are those who think that our Lord 
would have made, as a symbol of His 
new creation, this devitalized, poisonous, 
brain-crazing excrement of the yeast 
plant, alcoholic wine. 

Looking back a century to the pub- 
lication, of Darwin’s writings, one can 
but be amazed that his theory of natu- 
ral selection ever attained the scientific 
vogue that it did. To attempt to de- 
scribe the origin of the infinitely varied 
organs of fauna and flora by cross-breed- 
ing seems in itself the last word in in- 
credibility. How much more so when 
one considers the mutual adjustments 
between the animal and_ vegetable 
worlds which in the nature of the case 
could not be due to crossing. 

Co-ordination between the blood of 
man and the blood of the grape, such 
as M. Lavollay has discovered, could 
never be explained otherwise than by 
divine purpose and creative wisdom. 


New Licut oN ALCOHOLIC HEREDITY 


Dr. Fritz Schreiber of Quedlingburg 
(Saxony) has been studying the cross- 
fertilization of the bean blossom which, 
because it is both male and female, 
offers peculiar technical difficulties. To 
prevent fertilization at one point, he 
sterilized the pollen with alcohol. 

The first generation following showed 
no bad results, but in the second gener- 
ation one-fourth were abnormal, which 
followed precisely the Mendelian Law. 
Schreiber sent some of these abnormal 
germs to Professor Lendner of Geneva, 
who caused them to germinate in the 
hothouse of the School of Horticulture. 

“Twelve days later,” reported Profes- 
sor Lendner, “I discovered that, of 74 
seed sown, only 44 survived, or about 
60 per cent. Of the next generation from 
these 44, there was an abnormal crop 
-of 9 individuals, or twenty-one per cent. 
Fifteen days later these 9 had made no 
progress and lived on in this way for 6 
weeks. On the other hand, the normal 
plants grew steadily, reaching a height 
of 40 centimeters. They had begun to 
wind about their support, to flower, and 
to bear seed. Yet even among these, 
in the sixth generation, were some un- 
favorable indications, apparently —in- 
herited defects which theoretically could 
be handed down indefinitely.” 

He then describes the anatomical de- 
fects of the abnormal group, many and 
strange, among them the loss of geot- 
ropism, or the tendency of the root to 
strike downward into the earth. His 
summary is as follows: 

“We definitely affir.n that alcohol, in- 
‘troduced at the moment of fecundation, 
produces in individuals of the second 
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generation profound modifications that 
are heritable. The sick plants are in- 
capable of development, of flowering, 
and of bearing fruit. Their life is short. 

“If we emphasize this fact so strongly,” 
concludes Professor Lendner, “it is be- 
cause we cannot help comparing this 
plant phenomenon with that which hap- 
pens in animals and especially in man.” 

“Especially in man” and in woman. 
The use of wine and punch at weddings 
is a crime against succeeding genera- 
tions, In the “Treatise on Hygiene” of 
Professor Fiorani-Galotta of the Uni- 
versity of Padua, the following case is 
cited: 

“In their early married days, this 
couple gave birth to three children, 
wholly normal. After many years, the 
father, habitually very sober, came home 
drunk. That night a little girl was con- 
ceived, who came into the world micro- 
cephalous. and idiotic and who never 
became able to talk. 

“As the case was of a couple advanced 
in years, whose relations were infre- 
quent, the parents themselves could in- 
dicate with certainty the night of drunk- 
enness as that of the conception of the 
child.” 





The President of France has a Presi- 
dential Council, and its official investi- 
gator, a financial expert, S. J. Bruneaud, 
published last year a report on “The 
Cost and Cure of Alcoholism,” which 
awakened the attention of the French 
nation because of its shocking revela- 
tions. Now he has published “Elements 
of a Policy of Prevention,” which sug- 
gests practical legislation for curbing 
the consumption of drink. 

There are thirty-six proposals. What 
strikes one first is that only one, and 
that at the last (No. 35), is concerned 
with the rehabilitation of drunkards. 
So different is the new French orienta- 
tion from that which has been promoted 
in the United States. 

Follow some of the more notable pro- 
visions: 

Prohibition of advertisement of vari- 
ous liquors and wines (presumably the 
most intoxicating) and suppression of 
the Committee for Propaganda in Favor 
of Wine, which the government has 
hitherto been subsidizing. 

Prohibition of sale in saloons before 
10 a.m. 

Repeal of the law permitting sale of 
alcoholic drinks in military social centers 
(foyers) and rigid prohibition of con- 
sumption in canteens and messes. In- 
stead, there should be at the disposition 
of the troops good drinking water, fruit 
juices, and refrigerating apparatus, es- 
pecially in service overseas. 

Organization of antialcohol education 
in school and army. Revision of school- 
books in order to suppress passages 
favorable to the use of wine. Organiza- 
tion of (antialcohol) education of adults 
by press and movie. 
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The Minister of Agriculture should be 
invited to take measures necessary for 
the consumption of milk.as a substitute 
drink, notably by improving its quality. 
When these dispositions are completed, 
milk ought to be- substituted progres- 
sively for wine in rations for those em- 
ployed by the government and for sol- 
diers. 

The policy of favoring substitute 
drinks for alcoholic ones depends on the 
multiplication of refrigerating apparatus 
for families. Such apparatus should re- 
ceive reduced taxation. 

Modification of the law in order to

A Letter From Arousiag 

There has been so much trouble in 
the East, I wish you would put a little 
bit about Arousiag and Dicran in the 
Trmes. I’m sure there are others as 
interested as I. Do. so hope nothing 
has gone wrong with them.—A Cali- 
fornia reader. 


This inquiry refers to Dr. and -Mrs. 
Dicran Kassouny. Arousiag’s' maiden 
name was Stepanian, and she has many 
friends among Sunpay ScHoot Times 
readers. She was an Armenian girl, and 
her parents and relatives were all killed 
by the Turks ‘after the first World War. 
At the request of a missionary who knew 
Arousiag, THE Sunpay Schoo. Times 
undertook to interest American Chris- 
tians in her, in order that she might be 
taken care of an& given a good educa- 
tion. She came to this country and 
graduated from Wheaton College in the 
class of 1932. She returned to the Near 
East and married Dicran Kassouny. 
From this point_on the following recent 
letter from Mrs. Kassouny tells the 
story of their life and work together. 


“You will remember that the year 
Dicran and I came to the States, 1948, he 
was an intern at. the Milwaukee Deacon- 
ess Hospital. This was an excellent in- 
ternship, secured thraugh the efforts of 
our friends, Dr. and Mrs. J. D. Madison, 
at a time when good internships were 
hard to get. During this year we both 
had numerous opportunities to speak in 
different churches. 

“Meanwhile, the Armenian Evangelical 
Church of Philadelphia was urging us to 
come and help them, as they had been 
without a minister for some time; they 
felt the Lord had brought us to the 
States to help them out, since, in spite 
of their efforts, they had not been able 
to find a pastor. As during the year 
their’ letters kept coming, we felt some- 
what like Paul with the Macédonian call. 
We were burdened for them, and wanted 
to be sure it was God’s will for us to 
come. We prayed, and felt led to ac-

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Crisis in the Land of Israel 


Orthodox Jewry is alarmed at the 
spread of Christianity 


S is a time of crisis in the land 

of Israel. Among the million and 

a half Jews who have returned to 

their ancient homeland, multitudes of 

them are eager to read the Word of 

God. There are many secret believers 
among them. 

Because of the widespread distribu- 
tion of New Testaments among the Jews, 
and the increasing success of mission- 
ary efforts, many of the orthodox Jews in 
Israel have become thoroughly aroused. 
They are doing all they can to combat 
the spread of Christianity in Israel. Word 
reaches us that the Jewish religious 
leaders have sent out two hundred young 
rabbis to “villages to check the religious 
situation.” 

From various ‘sources we have learned 
that persecution of Hebrew Christians in 
Israel is increasing. A letter from a mis- 
sionary in Israel says: “Some Jewish 
‘Christians are facing persecution because 
of their faith in Christ. After five years 
of faithful service, a dear Jewish brother 
lost his position because he was attend- 
ing Christian meetings. I could tell 
of many similar cases. Recently in a 
small gathering there were eight Jewish 
men who were all ready to fulfill the 
conditions of Acts 2:38, ‘Repent and 
be baptized every one of you jn the 
name of Jesus Christ for the remission 
of sins, and ye shall receive the gift of 
the Holy Ghost.’ Each one of them 
prayed. They gave their testimony, and 
also told what difficulties they were fac- 
ing. But they were ready to suffer for 
His sake.” 

The missionary who sent us this letter 
is so concerned for the progress of the 
Gospel in the land of Israel that he wrote 
us he was spending two days each week 
—Sunday and Wednesday—in fasting 
and prayer. 

The Need for Believing Prayer 

In view of this crisis in Israel, the 
Million Testaments Campaigns is launch- 
ing a crusade for the wider distribution 
of the Word of God throughout that land 
and for the salvation of souls there. But 
the success of this movement will de- 
pend upon its being backed by a mighty 
volume of believing prayer on the part 
of thousands of Christians in America 
and other lands.

five thousand Jews were saved in Jeru- 
salem in a single day. 

This is what is needed in Jerusalem 
today and throughout Israel; a mighty 


outpouring of the Holy Spirit upon the ~ 


Jews, in conviction of sin; and a great 
Spirit-wrought empowering of the mis- 
sionaries and Jewish believers to further 
the distribution of God’s Word and to 
witness afresh of the crucified and risen 
Christ.

A man in 
Paraguay gave one hundred and twenty 
copies of your New Testaments to Jews, 
Now the Jews are going to his home 
begging for more copies,” , 

In Brazil there are also great num- 
bers of Jews. We are gladly sending 
New Testaments in Yiddish and other 
languages to missionaries there to give 
to Jewish people who will read them. 
A letter just received ‘from a [man] 
missionary in Brazil says: “The Yid- 
dish New Testaments have arrived and 
are all in perfect condition. I took one 
with me in my bag yesterday. Whom 
should I meet but the cantor, who in- 
tones part of the service in the syna- 
gogue. He is a very fine gentleman and 
greeted me with affection. When I 
showed him the Yiddish New Testament, 
he gasped and was overjoyed to see the 
language he loves. When I gave it to 
him, he hugged me and thanked me 
profusely and asked when I could come 
to his home to see him. I am surely 
going to do so.” 

And right here in America an amaz- 
ing thing is taking place. The hearts 
of the Jews are increasingly open and 
eager to receive and to read the New 
Testament. A few days ago we received 
a letter from a Christian businessman 
in an Eastern city. He said: “The Lord 
has stirred my soul to labor more ear- 
nestly to lead Jewish people to Christ. 
Last Sunday I went into a park where 
many Jews gather on the Lord’s Day. I 
had a wonderful time. I contacted about 
sixty Jews and they were very recep- 
tive. I was able to give out nearly all 
of your Prophecy New Testaments that 
I had with me, including some in Yid- 
dish. The Jews asked me to come back 
again, I thank God for your work! How 
wonderful it is to be able to present a 
Jewish person with your lovely New 
Testament, and how they like it!”

As men are turning from their old fives to find Christ and to study the Word 


REVIVAL has been taking place in 

the prisons of Pennsylvania. Never 
before in my twenty years of work in 
penal institutions have I seen so many 
genuine conversions in the prisons. The 
men are not only making new resolu- 
tions and going to church, but they are 
under deep conviction. They abhor the 
old life that they had been living, and 
are getting down on their knees crying 
out to God for forgiveness, as you will 
see by the letters that follow. 

This first letter has stirred my heart to 
overflowing. Remember that Bill has been 
a Christian only since Easter Sunday, 
but he quotes Scripture freely: 


“Study to shew thyself approved unto 
God, a workman that needeth not to 
be ashamed, rightly dividing the word 
of truth” (2 Tim. 2:15). 

In my Christian-work I ran across your 
name and address and I would like very 
much to have you help me. I would 
like to have you send me a “Bible 
Course for New Christians.” 

On Easter Sunday, 1954, on my knees 

cried out my heart to the Lord and 
asked Him to come into my heart and 
to lead me and help me to be a good 
Christian.

Each of these new converts was sent 
an air-mail letter to encourage him -in 
his new life, and I also sent each one 
a set of our “Bible Correspondence 
Courses for New Christians.” 

In the last letter G. L. speaks of “Jim” 
leading him from a pagan religion to 
the blood of Calvary. If I had space 
I could tell you much about this fine, 
intelligent young man, Jim, who was 
raised in an orphanage, and who, later, 
spent many years behind prison bars, his 
career of crime reaching from Maine 
to California. He has recently come to 
God with his whole heart, and stands 
daily as a witness for Christ, pointing 
his associates to the Lamb of God that 
taketh away the sin of the world. He 
is already signed up for Bible school 
upon his releage, but while still con- 
fined he is a great asset to the prison. 

I have two Bible students who found 
themselves on the way to prison for 
very grave crimes at the tender age of 
sixteen. They have both been converted, 
and they are going through and through 
the Bible. with the help of various Bible 
correspondence courses. 

In a-recent letter from the Rev. A. W. 
Stremel, Western State Penitentiary, 
Pittsburgh, he tells of the new rules 
made by the State Prison Board to trans- 
fer many of the prisoners of large prisons 
to smaller ones, thus diminishing the 
danger of riots. Because of this new 
ruling, the chaplain soon found his fine 
congregation in the Church of the Good 
Samaritan cut in two. But this scatter- 
ing of the Christian Bible students has 
spread the revival fires throughout the 
state, and weekly we are receiving let- 
ters from prisoners of other prisons tell. 
ing of their new-found faith, and asking 
for free Bible courses. 

As the chaplain at Pittsburgh has been 
using our Bible courses very extensively, 
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he sends me reports from time to time of 
the work. being accomplished. In his 
last letter he tells that a total of 439 
of our Bible courses have been supplied 
since March, 1953, of which 352 were 
completed. Nearly all of these men have 
been saved and have put their whole 
hearts into accomplishing advanced 
Bible courses, The chaplain had just 
ordered 28 more from the Moody Bible 
Institute, recently had baptized 15 men, 
and had ordered 100 more sets of Bible 
lessons from our World Bible Study 
Fellowship (1162 North Coronado Street, 
Los Angeles). 

We have reason as Christians and as 
American citizens to be appalled at the 
story of crime and delinquency, the story 
of degenerate youth that is being writ- 
ten every day on the news sheets of our 
land. Are we facing the responsibility

that is ours to bring the answer of hope 
and changed hearts to the host of young 
men who are daily streaming into our 
prisons? 

Since the men in several Pennsylvania 
prisons have been on my heart so much, 
I am asking the Christians of that great 
State to join me in prayer for an even 
greater revival among the prisoners. 
We believe that this revival has just 
begun, and that if every Christian would 
take this burden upon his heart and 
pray for a great awakening—a great 
coming to God in the prisons all over 
our land—that He would answer just 
as truly as He answered Elijah on Mount 
Carmel. 

God forbid that we should sin against 
Him by failing to pray.

Dr. Clarence H. Benson 





WELL-KNOWN leader in the Sun- 

day school field has just finished 
his course, having fought a good fight 
*and kept the faith. Dr. Clarence H. Ben- 
son died on September 16 in Orlando, 
Fla., at the age of seventy-five. 

Dr. Benson was a Presbyterian minis- 
ter, educator, editor, author, and an 
authority in the field of Christian edu- 
cation. He held pastorates in Lawyers- 
ville and Buffalo, N. Y.; Harrisburg, Pa.; 
and in Kobe, Japan. Before entering 
the ministry, he taught in elementary 
and high schools in the United States. 

Dr. Benson joined the faculty of the 
Moody Bible Institute in 1923, where he 
became the founder of the Christian 
Education Course, and served as director 
of the course until 1941. In 1926 he be- 
came associate editor of the Moody 
Monthly and served in that capacity for 
fifteen years. In 1939 Dr. Benson founded 
the Church School Promoter and became 
its editor-in-chief. With the co-opera- 
tion of his students, he prepared the All 
Bible Graded Sunday School Lessons 
and the Superior Summer School Series. 
Later he took an active part in the 
founding of the National Sunday School 
Association, and was chairman of the 
committee that prepared the Uniform 
Bible Lesson Series: 

Dr. Benson’s best known achievement 
was the founding of the Evangelical 
Teacher Training Association, an organ- 
ization which was to represent the in- 
terests of the orthodox constituents of 
the denominations in teacher training. 
With the co-operation of Dr. Charles G. 
Trumbull, former Editor of THe Sunpay 
Scuoot TrMeEs, and Dr. James M. Gray, 
president of the Moody Bible Institute, 


, the Evangelical Teacher Training Asso- 


ciation was launched in 1930. Dr. Ben- 
son shared his vision with Dr. William 
B. Riley, and in May, 1931, a small group 
of representatives from leading institu- 
tions, after careful and prayerful con- 


sideration, formally organized the Asso- 
ciation. Of this movement Dr. Trumbull 
wrote: “No event in the Sunday school 
field has been of greater importance than 
the recent formation of the Evangelical 
Teacher Training Association.” At the 
time of his death Dr. Benson was presi- 
dent of the Association which has had 
a phenomenal growth and now comprises 
165 co-operating schools in the United 
States, Canada, Cuba, Puerto Rico, Costa 
Rica, and the Philippine Islands. 

In addition to preparing most of the 
manuals of the Certificate Courses. of 
E.T.T.A. (some available in Spanish), Dr. 
Benson was author of many textbooks, 
such as “A Popular History of Christian 
Education,” “Techniques of a Working 
Church,” “The Sunday School in Ac- 
tion,” “The Christian Teacher,” and “An 
Introduction to Child Study.” 

He also made contributions to Chris- 
tian evidences, as, for, example, “Im- 
mensity,” “The Earth the Theater of the 
Universe,” and his latest production, 
“The Greatness"and Grace of God as 
Seen Through the Eyes of an Astron- 
omer.” Dr. Benson was a member of 
the Barnard Astronomical Society of 
Canada, and maintained a private ob- 
servatory at Maitland, Fla., where he 
lived. 

From March, 1932, through August, 
1953, Dr. Benson wrote thirty-one articles 
for THe Sunpay Scuoo.t Times, -besides 
“Teacher Training Lessons” and “Teacher 
Training Questions” for the Times at 
two different periods, | 

A memorial service was held on Satur- 
day, September 18, at the Park Lake 
Presbyterian Church, Orlando, where 
Dr. Benson had been active since mov- 
ing to Florida. He is survived by Mrs. 
Rena Pearl Benson, Maitland, Fla., two 
sons, Charles F, Benson, Maitland and 
Tampa, and the Rev. Clark D. Benson, 
Moravian missionary among the Miskito

The Lesson as a Whole 
By J. C. Macaulay, D.D. 


Approach to the Lesson 
“cT FIND from experience it is far 
easier to command many than 
to rule myself.” So wrote St. 
Bernard of Clairvaux to his friend 
Ogerius. And indeed he was expressing 
what many others have found to be true, 
Yet ironically the ability to rule oneself 
is a basic qualification for command of 
others. Doubtless that is why there are 
so few truly great leaders. In our day 
we have courses in personal relations 
and leadership, but all the graduate 
courses in the world will not make a 
leader out of an unbridled character. 
Man’s greatest victory, then, is victory 
over his own spirit, and his most tragic 
defeat is loss of control. J..H. Jowett 
has expressed this truth magnificently. 
“The enemy who succeeds in debasing 
my spirit is more triumphant than if 
he had conquered my cities. The dam- 
age is more deadly. If his hatred for 
me kindles a similar hatred for him he 
is terribly victorious, even though I lay 
him in the dust. If his violence inflames 
my judgment, if he incites me to rash- 
ness and folly, he is winning a bigger 
victory than he dreams. If he goads 
me with the policy of ‘an eye for an 
eye and a tooth for a tooth’ he has sacked 
and squandered my richest treasury. But 
if I keep my spirit whole, if I hold it 
in the mood of sanity and serenity, if 
I preserve it from all incendiary fires, I 
have won my greatest victory, and other 
triumphs will follow in the issue.” 
Faithful as always to his evangelical 
calling, Jowett reminds us that such 
victory “demands great resources of

Verse by Verse 

Prov. 14:29.—“. . . slow to wrath . . 
great understanding ... hasty .. . folly.” 
Good understanding teaches a man to 
weigh a situation before manifesting an 
emotional reaction, but the fool expresses 
his feelings without examining the case. 

Chap. 15:1—“A soft answer turneth 
away wrath ... grievous words... 
anger.” A friendly reply is thoroughly 
disarming to the one who is picking a 
quarrel, but if we are quick to show 
resentment, even what was not at first 
intended as offense is followed up by 
angry retorts. 

Verse 2.—“. . . the wise... aright... 
fools . . . foolishness.” The wise man 
does not tell all he knows at one sitting, 
but brings out only what the occasion 
ealls for, whereas the fool is voluble, 
making great display of his ignorance. 

Verse 3.—“The eyes of the Lord are 
in every place, beholding .. .” God 
takes the whole situation into account 
before speaking or acting. That is why 
His judgments are always right. 

Chap, 16:32.—“. . . slow to anger... 
better than the mighty ... than he that 
taketh a city.” A man can be a brave 
soldier and a brilliant strategist and yet 
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fall before the inward enemy of lust 
and self-indulgence, so cancelling out 
all true greatness. Such was Alexander 
the Great, conqueror of nations, but 
conquered by dissipation. - * 

Chap. 20:1.—“Wine is a mocker ... 
raging .. . not wise.” The call to self- 
control is now applied to a particular 
sphere. How many addicts know the 
raging of appetite, and the mockery of 
liquor which never gives the satisfaction 
it promises, but only increases desire! 


Chap. 23:29.—“Who hath woe . . . sor- 
row ... contentions ..., babbling... 
wounds . .. redness of eyes?” Is there 


a keener description anywhere of the 
tippler? Have you ever seen them be- 
ing “spewed” out of a tavern at closing 
time? 

Verse 30.—", . . tarry long... seek 
mixed wine.” The reference to “mixed 
wine” suggests the man who sets him- 
self up as a connoisseur, and drinks more 
in order to sample all the mixtures. 

Verse 31.—“Look not . . . when it is 
red ... giveth his colour . . . moveth, 
itself aright.” That is, let not the rich 
color and the sparkle attract you. The 
last phrase probably has reference to 
the smoothness of the wine. Compare 
Song of Solomon 7:9. 


Verse 32.—“. . . biteth like a serpent, 
and stingeth like an adder.” e attrac- 
tive look of wine and its pleasantness to 
the palate too frequenfly make men for- 
get the monster that it is when it be- 
comes master. Just as‘a serpent’s venom 
carries burning and pain and death, so 
is the end of tarrying “long at the wine.” 


Verse 33.—“. . . strange women... 
perverse things.” This verse deals with 


the unbridled lust and the unbridled — 
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tongue of the drunkard. The common 
reference to “wine and women” should 
not go unheéded. 

Verse 34—“, . . midst of the sea... 
upon the top of a mast.” Here is a pic- 
ture of the confused brain of the drunk- 
ard. He may be asleep, but in his sleep 
he is beihg tossed about like a man at 
the masthead of a ship in a storm. 


Verse 35.—“. . . stricken . . . not sick 
.,. beaten me... I felt it not... I will 
seek it yet again.” Here he is trying to 
arouse himself, and is becoming con- 
scious of bruises which-he received with- 
out’ feeling them during his carousal. 
But even in his stil] half-stupified con- 
dition he is dreaming of a repetition, 
without sense of degradation. 


The Heart of the Lesson 

Self-control must be exercised in more 
respects than one. Several areas are re- 
ferred to in our lesson. 

First there is the control of one’s tem- 
per. Some people’s temper is like a 
keg of dynamite ready to explode with 
the first spark of provocation, or im- 
agined provocation. This is, of course, a 
sign not only of an undisciplined spirit, 
but also of an untrained mind. The part 
of wisdom is to’refrain from reaction to 
a situation until the situation is as fully 
known as may be. It is a mark of imma- 
turity to react prematurely (14:29). So 
often one “flies off the handle” over 
something which was not intended to 
be offensive. The angry retort provokes 
the indignation of the other party, till 
both are hurling grievous words at each 
other. On the other hand, what was at 
first intended to be offensive may be 
rendered innocuous. by a mild reply, and 
the offender turned to a friend (15:1). 

Self-control needs to be practiced in 
the realm of speech in general. Most 
of us talk too much. The man of 
wisdom thinks more and listens more 
than he speaks. He speaks accord- 
ing to the occasion, and what he says 
counts for something. He is never 
talked out, because his restraint leaves 
him always with a good reserve for 
next time. Folly, on the other hand, 
loves to be heard. The value or quality 
of what is said matters little. It is small 
talk—the smaller the better! It is quan- 
tity that seems to count (15:2). Two 
things are worth remembering. Even 
a fool may gain a reputation for wis- 
dom by keeping quiet (17:28), and “in 
the multitude of words there wanteth 
not sin” (1:19). It is not without signifi- 
cance that immediately after the contrast 
between the wise and the foolish with 
respect to talking,,we-have the state- 
ment about God “beholding” (15:3), as 
if to tell us that is not in a hurry 
to speak or act. e beholds first.

General O. O, Howard 
was a Christian soldier who won this 
greater victory. At one time his duties 
required his frequent walking along 
crowded Broadway in New York. It was 
a trial in patience; because he had had 
an arm amputated at the shoulder and 
the jostling of the Broadway crowds 
pained and irritated him. As a Chris- 
tian he feared lest this irritation should 
sour him; so to overcome this, he made 
it his habit to pray, “God bless him,” 
whenever someone jostled him. This 
became so much a part of him that he 
was constantly praying for people 
around him. 

All of us have experiences that irritate 
or pain us, and to keep quietly self-con- 
trolled is difficult. But, like General 
Howard, we can get victory in such cir- 
cumstances. We shall find, as he did, that 
one of the best helps to self-control is 
to be much in prayer, and another is to 
be habitually thinking of others. If it is 
hard to control your temper under prov- 
ocation, try praving, not just for your- 
self, but for others, especially for those 
who try to vex you. With our thoughts 
on others and our hearts often going 
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out in prayer to God, our own trials 
will be less felt, and patient endurance 
will come more easily.

“He that is slow to wrath is of great 
understanding . . .” (Prov. 14:29).— 
Slowness, as a rule, is not appreciated. 
In fact, one who is slow to arise, slow 
to dress, slow to apply himself is often 
called a slowpoke. But a person who is 
slow to give place to anger is said to 
be a person of “great understanding’ 
He evidently understands that an im- 
patient and irritable disposition runs 
contrary to the will of the Lord, and is 
not good for himself, and a poor testi- 
mony to the spectators. 

A certain Christian woman who al- 
ways manifested a beautiful spirit lived 
under very trying circumstances. She 
was asked: “How is it that you are 
never out of temper? Is it that you do 
not feel the injustice, the annoyances?” 
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“I feel them as much as anyone else,” 
she replied, “but they do not hurt me.” 
She was then asked, “Have you a special 
recipe?” “Yes,” she replied, “for vexa- 
tions caused by people, I apply affection. 
For those caused by circumstances, I 
apply prayer; and over every wound that 
bleeds and burns, I whisper the words, 
‘Thy will be done,’” 

“A soft answer turneth away wrath 
...” (Prov. 15:1).—Soft and gentle lan- 
guage has great power in turning away 
anger, and in reconciling persons who 
are at variance. “There is an invinc- 
ible charm,” someone has said, “in mild 
looks and soft words, which shames and 
tames the fier¢est wrath.” A soft an- 
swer is the water that quenches fire; 
bitter words are the oil to increase the 
fire in the human breast.

“The eyes of the Lord are in every 
place .. .” (Prov. 15:3).—This verse al- 
ways takes me back in mind to my boy- 
hood days in Chicago. The teacher of 
the class in the Sunday school I attended 
made excellent use of a blackboard. No 
matter what subject the lésson covered, 
the first thing he drew on that board 
was an eye, in the upper right-hand cor- 
ner. The eye of God, he assured us, 
was always upon us. He saw the evil 
and the good. He not only saw our 
outward acts, but also knew our inmost 
thoughts. Needless to say, such an in- 
troduction had a very quieting effect 
on the class. 

“A continual sense of the divine om- 
nipresence is the best and only sure pre- 
ventive of vice, the strongest and most 
effectual incentive to virtue and holi- 
ness” (Dr. Joseph Muenscher). 


. he that ruleth his spirit [is better] 
than he that taketh a city” (Prov. 16: 
32).~-Who has: not desired at some time 
or other to be a king, a ruler, a great 
conqueror! This proverb reveals that 
every person is to be a ruler—not neces- 
sarily over a country or a people—but 
over his own spirit. 

History is replete with incidents of 
warriors who have captured cities but 
who have not been able to subdue their 
own spirits. 

The one that comes to my mind just 
now is the case of Peter the Great. He 
once severely struck his gardener, who, 
being a man of great sensibility, took 
to his bed and died in a few days. 
Peter, hearing of this, exclaimed with 
tears in his eyes, “Alas! I have civilized 
my own subjects; I have conquered other 
nations; yet I have not been able to 
conquer. myself.” 

A Christian has been made a partaker 
of the divine nature; he has the Holy 
Spirit within him; he has the Lord Jesus 
as example, intercessor, and advocate; 
he has the Holy Scriptures and the fel- 
lowship of other Christians; hence has 
no excuse for not ruling aright his own 
spirit. 

“Wine is a mocker, strong drink is 
raging .. .” (Prov. 20:1).—George Rob- 
ert White, the philanthropist, set up a 
$5,000,000 trust fund in Boston years ago, 
and decreed that the income thereof 
could be used only for projects of “util- 
ity and beauty.” 

Recently, a Frenchman in the heart of 
the French Burgundy country heard of 
the fund, and sent a suggestion that some 
‘of it be used in the construction of a 
giant wine cellar. Then “each year at 
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a date to be agreed upon, each head of 
a family would be entitled without cost 
to a number of bottles of wine of his 


choice and a program of joy through 


good wine would result.” 

The trustees of the fund were not de- 
ceived into thinking that such “an ex- 
plosion of joy,” as the Frenchman called 
it, could be classified under “projects 
of utility and beauty.” 

France’s Academy of Medicine warned 
parents about giving wine to their chil- 
dren. “It makes them bad tempered, 
and causes them to see strange things!” 

The astonished Academy came out in 
favor of a prohibition campaign—for 
children—after Dr. Suzanne Serin told 
them about some of the juvenile bib- 
bers she’s encountered, 

Seven-year-old Pierre was known for 
his bad humor and for seeing “white 
wings and other figures” dangling over 
his bed. 

Yvonne, three, was also bad tempered 
and didn’t want to go to bed because it 
was “full of frogs and snakes.” 

“Be not drunk with wine, wherein 
is excess; but be filled with the Spirit; 
speaking to yourselves in psalms and 
hymns and spiritual songs, singing and 
making melody in your ‘heart to the 
Lord” (Eph. 5:18, 19).

Every drunkard, every poor, 
defeated alcoholic atone time yielded to 
the temptation to take the first drink. 
Somebody fooled him and persuaded 
him to take “just this little one; it won't 
do you any harm.” 

Alcohol makes an animal out of a man 
or woman. It affects first the higher 
brain cells—that part of the brain which 
has to do with conscience, judgment, 
self-control, and moral behavior. After 
a drink or two, one’s judgment goes 
haywire. When the higher brain is put 
to sleep, the animal impulses take con- 
trol. The sense of right is lost. Wrong 
takes the wheel and drives. 

Fellows, life is too precious to scrap 
it like that. Strength of body and mind 
with soberness have such wonderful pos- 
Sibilities. It is tragic to be cheated out 
of these—for a brief moment of physi- 
cal excitement, to sign away one’s birth- 
right. Liquor will do it. Put it on the 
list of your worst enemies. Pray for 
the moral courage and strength to resist 
it, and when it approaches shake your 
fist in its face. “Avoid it,” says the wise 
man, “pass not by it, turn from it, and 
pass away” (Prov. 4:15)..And again he 
says in our lesson text: “Who hath woe?

My Class of Girls

Tue Necessity oF SELF-CONTROL 


OR the last two Sundays we have 

been thinking about heppy homes. 
What things can you remember that 
make for happy homes? - (Work, obe- 
dience to parents, kindness to brothers 
and sisters, training of children.) Very 
good. And today we must add one more 
important thing, and that is self-control. 
Every member of a family should learn 
self-control. If people lose their tempers 
they say things they don’t mean, and 
even if they apologize later, those angry 
words may be remembered. 
. In a home where children are obe- 
dient, brothers and sisters kind to one 
another, and everyone willing to do his 
share of the work, tempers are not as 
easily lost as they are in a disorganized 
home. But even in a good home there 
are days when everything seems to go 
wrong, and*then it is easy for quarrels 
to develop. But quarrels are displeasing

to God, and He has féld us how to avoid 
them. ° . 

Turn to Proverbs 14:29. Here we 
learn that being “slow to wrath” is a 
mark of wisdom. And remember that 
God’s way is always the way of wisdom. 
Turn to James 1:19, 20. Here are three 
instructions which, if followed, would 
eliminate many quarrels. One of the 
commonest causes of losing one’s tem- 
per is seeing the thing only from one’s 
gown viewpoint. If we try to get the 
other person’s point of view, we will 
develop greater understanding of other 
people. How can we get the other per- 
son’s point of view? By being “swift 
to hear,” ie., being good listeners, for 
hearing their talk helps us to catch their 
viewpoint. If we will be “swift to hear,” 
and “slow to speak,” it will be much 
easier for us to be “slow to wrath.” 


Now read Proverbs 15:1-5. When 
someone gets angry with us there are. 
two ways to meet it: (1) with a soft 
answer, (2) with grievous words. Pic- 
ture this scene: Your sister says crossly: 
“Why don't you hurry up and wash the 
dishes? It’s your’ turn tonight.” You 
believe it’s her turn. You can answer: 
“Why don’t I wash the dishes? Because 
it’s not my turn. It’s yours, Stupid!” Or 
you can Say gently: “I thought it was 
your turn tonight. Remember last night 
when we had stew and I had such a time 
scouring the pan?” If you answer the 
first way, a quarrel is started, but if you 
answer the second way with a smile, 
your sister will more readily recall the 
incident you mentioned, and set to work 
peaceably, realizing that it is truly her 
turn. 

Find Proverbs 16:32. Self-control is 
a real conquest. God says it’s better 
than being mighty, or even conquering 
a city! More than anything else, ,the 
words we say, show our measure of self- 
control. So let’s hear Cheryl’s report 
on the tongue now. While she reads her 
verses, you girls on this side of the table 
write down the good tongues she men- 
tions, with the references, and you on 
the other side, the bad ones. 

Now let's have the good ones: (1) 
“The tongue of the just” (Prov. 10:20). 
(2) “The tongue of the wise” (Prov. 


12:18; 15:2). (3) “A wholesome tongue” 
(Prov. 15:4). (4) A kind tongue (Prov. 
31:26). 


What bad kinds of tongues did Cheryl 
speak of? (1) “A lying tongue” (Prov. 
6:17; 12:19; 21:6; 26:28). (2) “A flatter- 
ing tongue” (Prov. 6:24; 28:23). (3) 
“The froward tongue” (Prov, 10:31). (4) 
“A naughty tongue” (Prov. 17:4), (5) 
“A perverse tongue” (Prov. 17:20). (6) 
“A backbiting tongue” (Prov, 25:23). 

There are at least four references to 
a lying tongue, and there are other 
verses in Proverbs about lying lips. God 
hates lying, and we need to pray that 
we will hate it, too. A lying tongue or 
a backbiting tongue will cause quarrels, 
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whereas a wise tongue, and a_ kind 
@ongue will make peace. 

« Read James 1:26. If our Christian- 
ity is real it will help us bridle our 
tongues. Remember all the power of 
God is back of us to enable us to live 
the Christian life. If we are in earnest 
to follow Christ we can pray Peter's 
prayer when we feel our tempers rising, 
“Lord, save me.” Do you remember how 
the Lord caught him immediately? The 
Lord has done that for me more than 
‘once, and I know He will for you, too. 

Self-control is greatly needed today in 
connection with intoxicants. Liquor is 
advertised everywhere as if it were 
something beneficial, when in reality it 
causes trouble and crime. Mary found 
five different places where it is men- 
tioned in Proverbs. Let’s have them 
now. (“Come, eat of my bread, and drink 
of the wine which I have mingled”— 
Prov. 9:5). Those are the words of one 
of the evil women King Solomon is 
warning his son against in this Book. 
(“Wine is a mocker, strong drink is 
raging: and whosoever is deceived 
thereby is not wise”—Prov. 20:1. See 
Prov. 23:29-35.) Let’s read this last 
passage together. How plainly this pas- 
sage warns of the troubles caused by 
strong drink! Did you notice that quar- 
reling is one of them? In Proverbs 
31:4, 5 and Proverbs 31:6, 7 we learn that 
kings should not drink wine, but only 
those who are ready to perish. In which 
of these classes do Christians belong? 
(They couldn’t be “ready to perish,” be- 
cause the Bible says “they shall never 
perish.”) Very good. Read Revelation 
5:9, 10. Undoubtedly the primary mean- 
ing of the verses Mary has just read 
is that earthly kings and princes should 
not drink, as it will make them incap- 
able of judging rightly, but I think we 
may also apply them to Christians. It 
is not for them to drink either. They 
are to reign with Christ and even now 
should be getting ready for that time. 
So I believe the self-control they need 
in connection with drinking is just a 
simple, “I will not.” 

How much self-control do we have? 
If we lack it, we should begin to im- 
prove at once. The way to do this is 
to pray for a deeper work of grace in 
our hearts, and then to start making our- 
selves do something every day that’ we 
ought to, whether we like it or not, and 
to start saying “No” to ourselves about 
something we’ve been doing that would 
be better not done,

from tiny ants to great heroes! Let’s 
begin with the ants. Do our class sci- 
entists have their reports ready? Why 
did Solomon want lazy boys to look at 
ants? What kinds of work did people 
do in the time of the Poetry Books? Any 
mowing lawns and washing — dishes? 
(Lists read.) And people can see how 
well folks—even children—do their work 
(Prov. 20:11). And God can see! (15:3.) 
How did you do your own work this 
week? 


Now the great heroes! Boys, each one 
name your greatest hero—I mean great 
fighters, not some movie or comic strip 
favorite!

Solomon in the Rule Book tells you how 
to get your’ name up with the great 
heroes—no, above the heroes! Think of 
that!

It really means more than that—behaves 
himself, has self-control every way. But 
we will start our battle this week with 
Enemy Temper. He has two four-star 
generals, General Tantrums and Gen- 
eral Sulks. They use different methods 
of attack. Which one sometimes cap- 
. tures you? 

A person without self-control (or, who 
loses his temper) 

Is a city broken into, without.a wall 
left (25:28). 

Solomon gives you the right kind of 
bomb to use on Enemy Temper to keep 
off his attack. Beware of using the 
wrong kind of bomb. It just makes 
Temper fight the harder! (15:1, 2.) 

A kind answer stops temper. 

But a cross word stirs up temper. 

The tongue of wise people says, things 
right. 

The mouth of fools pours out what is 
foolish. 

There is an ally that helps Temper— 
called Liquor. General Wine, General 
Beer, General Whiskey, and many more 
are on his side. You may know some 


family where the Liquor ally helps Tem- 

per to win. You don’t find him helping 

your temper enemy yet. But watch out! 

Don’t ever let him in, even once! Or 

Solomon has a word

he’ll come again.

gion school in China. She had been 
there ever since she had been a very 
little girl.

* Like all other heathen people in China, 
the people in the home where she lived 
worshiped idols. They reverenced house- 


hold gods. They tried to insist that Shao 
San do these things, too. But never, 
never would she do that. Instead she 


repeatedly told the people (not only the 
ones in the home where she worked, but 
others in the town, as well) that she was 
a Christian. She told them about the 
Lord Jesus Christ and that He was the 
only Son of God. She explained that 
because He was God’s Son, He died for 
the sins of the whole world. She em- 
phasized that, unlike their dead gods, He 
had risen from the dead and was alive 
and sitting at God’s right hand even 
now! 


Oh, how the people hated her when 
she talked to them like that! They 
laughed at her. They beat her. They 
did all manner of awful things to her. 
Poor Shao San. She was lonely and 
often cried (but not when anyone saw 
her).

Does Legalized Liquor Pay?—Look 
not thou upon the wine when it is red, 
when it giveth his colour in the cup, 
when it moveth itself aright (Prov. 23: 
31). A motorman on the Hudson and 
Manhattan Railroad, during his time off 
duty on the evening of April 27, 1942, 
drank five beers, according to a volun- 
tarily signed statement by him (New 
York Times, May 28, 1942). When the 
motorman returned to duty on his first 
trip eastward after drinking his five 
beers, the train of six cars was wrecked 
in the tube under Exchange Place in 
Jersey City. Five beers drunk and the 
results were: Five persons killed, in 
cluding one Navy Yard war worker; 
222 persons injured, 53 of whom re- 
mained in hospitals overnight or longer: 
traffic in downtown New York com- 
pletely tied: up, causing great confusion: 
six cars smashed, reducing some of them 
to scrap; conduits carrying 6,000 tele- 
phone trunk lines smashed, each cable 
carrying from 130 to 1,200 wires, affect- 
ting about 300,000 telephone .subscribers, 
and tying up vitally important commu- 
nication systems in the greatest city in 
the country for at least two days, and 
costing the railroad and telephone com- 
panies enormous sums to make repairs 
and settle for the damages done. On 
these five beers, at that date the Gov- 
ernment received perhaps fifteen to 
twenty cents in revenue.—From the New 
Century Leader. Sent by John G. Huns- 
berger, Philadelphia.

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Nuggets for Your 
Temperance Teaching

Youth May Pay.—The youth of today 
are.the most valuable asset of America. 
The future of America depends on them. 
If we neglect to inform them of life’s 
real Values, then failure on’ their part 
will be ours. Millions of people today 
have had their character, health, happi- 
ness, and success destroyed by alcohol 
because they were ignorant of its nature 
and effects. 

A Yale study released on September 
20, 1953, revealed the results of a survey 
made among 17,000 students in 27 col- 
leges of all types. It showed that 74 per 
cent of the nation’s college students 
drink alcoholic beverages, and that about 
half had their first taste of liquor be- 
fore they were eleven years old. The 
surveyors found evidence that most of 
the men and women associated drinking 
with “morally questionable sexual be- 
haviour.” The study disclosed that girls 
at women’s colleges ‘drink more than 
those in coeducational schools. About 
6 per cent of the men and 1 per cent 
of the women imbibers questioned showed 
positive signs of being potential alco- 
holics. This was higher than the na- 
tional figure for problem drinkers, which 
is 4 per cent. Have we work to do for 
youth? 

A similar study was made in Nassau 
County, N. Y. The heading of that re- 
port was, “The youth of Nassau County 
drink nicely and mostly at home.” This 
survey covered 29 public and private 
high schools, and répreserited a sample 
of 29,000 high school students from 
fourteen to nineteen years of age, made 
under direction of Hofstra College. The 
survey was prompted by a grand jury 
presentment pointing to crimes commit- 
ted after drinking “in bars, grills, and 
night clubs.” Here again the children 
start drinking chiefly with their parents. 
Most parents permitted them to use alco- 
holic beverages occasionally at home 
and socially. The survey revealed that 
when parents were abstainers, the chil- 
dren generally were. 
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An editorial in the Los Angeles Meth- 
odist Challenge reads: “I can remember 
when every pulpit worthy of respect 
was nailing the hide of the liquor busi- 
ness up on the smokehouse. The Prot- 
estant churches were a mighty bom- 
barding force, with every gun pointed 
directly at this devilish stuff that de- 
stroys men and women, soul and body. 
That day will have to dawn again. 

“We preachers have slept en our arms 
while supposedly manning the walls. 
Much of the tragedy of alcoholism can 
be laid at our doors. We need to do 
more than give temperance lectures. The 
brewers are doing that. We need to give 
that damnable evil the moral equivalent 
of the atom bomb and the hour is already 
late.” 


The American Christian home has al- 
ways stood with the church as a foun- 
tain of purity and strength from which 
our nation has drawn its flow of stal- 
wart leadership. It is now being at- 
tacked by unscrupulous profiteers. Into 
this fountain we must throw the salt 
of discipline and self-control. A speaker 
at a meeting of the National Beer 
Wholesaler’s Association of America not 
long since declared, “If we are to get 
more people to drink more beer, then 
every effort must be made to get it into 
the refrigerator of every home.” Christ 
Jesus would turn to him and say, “Thou 
savourest not the things that be of God” 
(Matt. 16:23). 


The American Business Men’s Research 
Foundation notes that a “mighty army” 
of total abstainers could be enlisted from 
the membership of those church groups 
that officially support total abstinence 
from alcoholic liquors. Of the more 
than 88,000,000 members of all religious 


bodies in this nation, more than 52,000,- . 


000 are members of Protestant bodies, in 
which a large portion support total ab- 
stinence as a principle. Though, of 
course, not 100 per cent of members 
may agree with the stand of their church 
group, it is apparent that the estimate 
of a “mighty army” of total abstainers 
could be found and enlisted in the fight 
against the liquor. traffic, in the pews of 
the churches. ' 


For that drink that refreshes try an 
old-fashioned lemonade:

Extract juice from lemons and set aside.

Senator Edwin C. Johnson of Colorado 
deserves more than passing praise for 
his valiant defense of baseball against 





the attack of beer. There seems to be 
no legal relief from the abuses being 
made by brewers against America’s favo- 
rite pastime, baseball. But there are 
moral suasions that can be applied. Al- 
though there are those in Washington, 
D. C., for example, who capitalize on 
the license to air baseball and beer, the 
people who attend the games are saved 
from the smell of this repulsive product. 
Mr. Clark Griffith permitted no hawking 
of beer in Griffith Stadium. Commis- 
sioner Ford Frick and others should be 
constantly petitioned by interested pa- 
trons to break the hold of the brewing 
industry upon a game the effective play- 
ing of which eliminates the use of al- 
cohol. 


The San Francisco, Calif., Superior 
Court ruled that a bar operator should 
not be his own best customer. Pleading 
for revocation of a liquor license, Dep. 
Atty. Gen. William Bennett asked how 
an intoxicated operator could “even look 
at the clock and tell when it’s time to 
close up,” and the court concurred. 


The Church Must Fight.—There is no 
better time than now for the church 
to rededicate itself anew to the great 
task of crushing the liquor business. This 
ancient foe of the Church has never be- 
fore reached such colossal proportions 
with such an arrogant tread as it has 
since repeal. 

There is no doubt but that God intends 
for the church to take the lead in moral 
reform. This battle with the liquor 
powers could be the Church’s finest 
hour, if it would sound the battle call 
and march against this gigantic evil 
which is crushing out the life and bring- 
ing about the damnation of the souls of 
tens of thousands of people who should 
be safe in the arms of the church, 


Athletes who have attained all-Ameri- 
can rating have learned to cast off en- 
tanglements. They know, for example, 
that alcohol and tobacco are like chains 
binding their hearts and lungs and mus- 
cles. One all-American quarterback, Bo 
Hagan of South Carolina University, 
said to Listen magazine: “I have always 
abstained from alcoholic beverages. No 
one can mix athletics and alcohol. A 
man who refuses a drink is a better man 
than the one who accepts it.” Bob Gain, 
tackle at the University of Kentucky, 
said: “Young men and women who want 
to feel good and stay healthy and keep 
their natural abilities unfogged by al- 
cohol should follow the example of the 
Americans who say, ‘No, thank you,’ 
when offered any form of alcohol.” 
These boys demonstrate the truth of 
Paul’s words, “Every man that striveth 
for the mastery is temperate in all 
things” (1 Cor, 9:25). Let us look to our 
Lord for power to say “No” and let us 
begin exercising it right now.

Simple Studies for Family Devotions. 
By Keith L. Brooks, D.D. (Van Kampen 
Press, Wheaton, IIl., $2.50.) In the ‘intro- 
duction to this much-needed book, Dr. 
Brooks tells how he, who had taught 
the Bible for years, faced a ‘real prob- 
lem in his own family circle in making 
the time of daily Bible reading both 
interesting and. helpful. Many parents 


will see their own experience reflected: 


in his words: “Until a child came into 
our family circle with a mind inquiring 
after truth, I had simply read from the 
Bible or from one of the various daily 
devotional books; but I soon became 
aware that the child was absorbing 
nothing, although able to learn much in 
regular schoo] classes... . . Other per- 
ents told me that the Word was quick, 
and powerful, and that the reading of it, 
even though not intelligible to the mind 
of the child, would serve the purpose; 
but I could not endure the thought that 
my own child should sit in the home 
circle and hear nothing which brought 
immediate response. I determined to 
conquer the problem, and set about to 
prepare a special lesson for each eve- 
ning—an exposition so simple that the 
average child could understand every 
word and be able to get a practical ap- 
plication” (p. 5). 

This book is the result of that deter- 
mination, and it must be said that, to a 
large extent, Dr. Brooks has accom- 
plished his purpose. Each day’s reading 
is. based on a portion from the Gospels 
or Acts, and the comments are notable 
for their soundness and their simplicity. 
The reviewer has used the book for well 
over a month with his own family, and 
has found it helpful both for the chil-' 
dren' and the adults in the home circle. 


Any reader may disagree with minor 
details of the book. The impression is 
given, for example, that the Wise Men 
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came to see the baby Jesus before the 
shepherds did (pp. 17-19). In the list 
of the twelve disciples, the name of 
Nathanael is strangely included, while 
that of Matthew is omitted (p. 57). But 
these are details, and minor ones; the 
real point is that this book will be found 
helpful in many a Christian home, where 
heretofore the family devotions have not 
been as interesting and as helpful as 
they might have been. 


Death Loses the Game. By John D. 
Freeman. (Moody Press, Chicago 10; 
$2.50.) An unusual book is this, with its 
somewhat puzzling title, which is also 
the title of the closing chapter. It com- 
prises the memories and musings, with 
keen observations, of an earnest and 
‘thoughtful man as he studies the actions 
of his children, and recalls some of his 
own childhood and later experiences. 
Then old “Father Time” makes his ap- 
pearance, and, from his vantage ground 
of wisdom and long experience, brings 
out many valuable lessons. Unforget- 
table is the chapter, “When the Stars 
Go Out”—three boys on a coon hunt, lost 
in the forest—and the striking parallel 
that Father Time draws as he pictures 
human beings lost in the maze of life. 
Then there is the terrific storm on the 
mountain as “Thor Hurls His’ Hammer.” 
The travel lover will greatly enjoy 
“Pike’s Peak, a Pulpit,” and the fisher- 
man will revel in “Silver King at Last.” 
In each story the old sage Father Time 
speaks his part, and-his words of wis- 
dom, though unusual in their form, are 
true to Scripture. There are deep and 
rich spiritual lessons on the problems of 
life, taken from nature and science, phi- 
losophy and history. The book will 
bring keen enjoyment to the spiritual 
mind. 


Devotions for the Children’s Hour. By 
Kenneth N. Taylor. (Moody Press, Chi- 
cago 10; $2.50.) A treasure for the Chris- 
tian home is this unusual book of Bible 
doctrine, intended to be read aloud to 
children. It is not a Bible story book, 
but the author has presented his mate- 
rial in most attractive and appealing 
form, briefly, clearly, easily understood, 
and Scriptural. In the forty-eight chap- 
ters are given the simple facts about 
God, the Creation, Heaven, the Lord 
Jesus Christ, the Holy Spirit, the Bible, 
sin, Satan, salvation, prayer, and the 
Christian life. The writing is of rare 
quality, and the whole atmosphere of 
the book, beautifully adjusted to the 
child’s thinking, is absorbingly interest- 
ing, and yet profoundly spiritual and 
true to Scripture. A remarkable char- 
acteristic is the clearness of its doctrinal 
teaching on the great fundamental truths 
of the Word, such as the substitutionary 
atonement, the deity of the Lord Jesus, 
the person of the Holy Spirit, and the 
Bible as the very Word of God. There 
are chapters dealing with the every- 
day lffe and conduct of the child, and 
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the way of salvation, obedience, kind- 
ness, truthfulness, and growth in the 
spiritual life. r) 

Each chapter opens with some basic 
Bible teaching, and is illuminated by a 
little story or fitting anecdote that will 
appeal to the child and enable him to 
apply the truth taught. A short Scrip- 
ture reference is given, to be read aloud 
from the Bible; a few simple questions 
to .be asked the child, fitted to his un- 
derstanding; a short prayer; and a sug- 
gested hymn. The type is unusually 
clear and large, making it a pleasure 
to read. There are nearly two hundred 
pages, and it is attractively illustrated. 


Full Circle. By Dorothy Dennison. (The 
Paternoster Press, 11 James St., Bedford 
Row, London W.C. 1; 8/6.) A great guif 
lay between them—Bridget Rawson, 
maid in the college, and Alan Macnaygh- 
ton, scion of an aristocratic family. It 
was impossible to bridge that gulf—or 
was it? Bridget, as good as she was 
beautiful, believed that their true love 
would find a way, This exquisite story 
of the pure, unselfish love of a girl's heart 
is as delicately worked out as a bit of 
old tapestry. The tale begins in a classic 

‘ boys’ school in rural England, and ends 

there fifty years later. It carries the 
reader through life in a palatial man- 
sion, and in a happy but humble home. 
Its many and varied interesting charac- 
ters move through the vivid scenes of 
World Wars I and II, revealing some of 
the social and other changes the wars 
brought to Britain. As Bridget ‘passes 
through waters dark and deep, she learns 
to see in her own experiences the mean- 
ing of Mathesaon’s beautiful hymn, “O 
love that wilt not let me go.” But she 
sees also her own life circle of happi- 
ness rounded out full and complete, and 
she rejoices that God’s way is the best 
way. 


How Can I Make Prayer More Effec- 
tive? By Herbert Lockyer. (Zondervan 
Pub. House, Grand Rapids 6, Mich., 
$1.50.) There is no dearth of books on 
the subject of prayer, but a new one 
that helps us to face, in a fresh way, 
the great spiritual privilege and respon- 
sibility of prayer is always welcomed 
by the Christian public. Dr. Lockyer 
brings to his own treatment of the theme 
some fifty years of experience in the 
service of the Lord Jesus, coupled with 
an evident familiarity with many of the 
«great books on prayer. He quotes fre- 
quently from Hallesby, Zwemer, and 
others who have written helpfully of 
the Lord’s wonderful provision ‘for our 
communion with Him. Besides, there is 
frequent use here of some of the great 
thoughts of Christian poets on this im- 
portant phase of the spiritual life. The 
result is a series of chapters that deal 
helpfully with a great subject, and that 
should therefore be of spiritual. benefit 
to many Christians. Dr. Lockyer ap- 
pends to his book a bibliography, which 
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is enhanced by his own personal com- 
ments on the books listed. Any true 
Christian Should be concerned about the 
matter of making his prayer life more 
effective, and many will find real help 
in these pages. 


Pathways to Power. By Merrill F. 
Unger, Th.D., Ph.D. (Zondervan Pub. 
House, Grand Rapids 6, Mich., $2.) The 
head of the Department of Old Testa- 
ment in Dallas Seminary here presents 
a series of devotional essays that deal 
with some very practical aspects of the 
life to which we have been called in 
Christ. Many of the chapters of the book 
have previously appeared in various 
Christian magazines. The “pathways” 
which: Dr. Unger here considers are those 
of prayer, knowledge, faith, consecra- 
tion, and service, and under each of 
these headings, he considers some of the 
divine provisions for the living of a 
useful, and therefore happy, Christian 
life by every child of God. Each chapter 
is carefully outlined, and the -pres- 
entation is always logical in its develop- 
ment, and down-to-earth in its applica- 
tion. It is a somewhat rare thing for 
a scholar to have such a warm, sympa- 
thetic understanding of the spiritual 
problems of the common man, and many 
will thank God for the ministry of Dr. 
Unger’s writings to their own hearts. 
The author is apparently a lover of the 
great hymns of the church, and he uses

cept their call with the understanding 
that Dicran would continue his medicine 
as a resident in a hospital in Philadel- 
phia. 

“To find a residency during that year 
was not easy, as GI’s had the preference. 
Dicran wrote to quite a few hospitals, 
and the Children’s Hospital accepted him 
as a fellow. Unfortunately the State 
Medical Board would not approve for- 


eign graduates at that time, and hence © 


he was ineligible for the fellowship. 
However, he was allowed to attend 
rounds, conferences, seminars, and do as 
much as he could, though without credit 
or stipend. We were very disappointed. 
Yet the Lord had brought us, and He 
would work things out, we were sure, 
“We found the church itself in a state 
of disintegration, at the same time offer- 
ing a challenge to reach young and old 
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with the Gospel. We were both kept 
busy day and night. This continued for 
two years, and yet they had not found a 
minister, as it was not easy to find one 
who could preach fluently in both Eng- 
lish and Armenian. 

“In 1951 Dicran became a citizen. In 
order to become eligible for a residency, 
he also took the courses at the Graduate 
School of Medicine of the University of 
Pennsylvania: this was made possible 
through the most generous gift of the 
late Mr. and Mrs. Harvey J. Byers. The 
state also requires that residents be 
licensed to practice.” After quite a deal 
of red tape, during which all his over- 
seas grades from high school through 
medical school had to be transferred 
and approved, he was allowed to sit for 
the licensure examinations, and, by 
God’s grace, passed them with success. 
We wept for joy, and praised our Lord. 

“Finally, in 1952 he took his residency 
at the University of Pennsylvania Hos- 
pital, where there was a good opening 
in the field of Pathology. Again, we ac- 
cepted this as a gift from God, since 
this field would give Dicran a better 
opportunity to work in both his fields 
of service ideally. 

“Last fall one of Dicran’s friends tame 
from overseas to take over the church 
duties, after four years. At the same 
time Dicran was appointed moderator 
of the Armenian Evangelical Union of 
the Eastern States; he is preaching in 
different churches in accordance with 
the wishes of the Union. This we pray 
the Lord may use for His glory. 

“For me, now that my duties as a 
‘pastor’s wife’ are lightened, the Lord 
has opened opportunities for witnessing 
in church groups, to shut-ins, hospitals, 
and by individual contacts. 

“Though all these years have been 
strenuous ones, we have been very happy 
in the Lord. 

“This July Dicran started on his third 
year at the Hospital of the University 
of Pennsylvania, as senior resident in 
Pathology and Fellow of the American 
Cancer Society. He was also elected for 
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A big 12 by 18 inch cartoon calendar with 
a different cartoon each month.

2. Tyndale, the Translator 
(Luke 1:1-4; Rev. 1:9-11)

HIS second topic in the series, 

“Keepers of the Faith,” should be of 
special interest since dt'is to William 
Tyndale we owe so much for translating 
the Scriptures into English.- Martin 
Luther, about whom we thought last 
week, gave to the world a German trans- 
lation of the Scriptures. John Wycliffe, 
about one hundred years before Tyn- 
dale was born, had translated the Bible 
into English, but Wycliffe’s translation 
was from the Latin Vulgate rather than 
from the original Bible languages, and 
furthermore, copies of his translation 
had to be made by hand and were only 
available in limited numbers and these 
only to those who could pay for the 
expensive copies. It was William Tyn- 
dalé who made a printed English Bible 
available to the common people. 


ye 

Not a great deal is known about Tyn- 
dale’s early life. He was born about 
1484, probably in Gloucestershire, Eng- 
land. He entered Oxford about 1508 and 
was given the degree of bachelor of arts 
in 1512, and ‘master of arts in 1515. Later 
Tyndale went to Cambridge, and in 1521 
he went to reside with a man named 
Welsh, a knight of Gloucestershire, and 
was scHoolmaster or tutor to his chil- 
dren, It was here that he resolved to 
undertake to translate the Scriptures into 
English. About this time Tyndale also 
came under the influence of Erasmus, 
who was then at the height of his fame, 
and, in 1523 or thereabouts, he journeyed 
to London, later to Hamburg, and then 
to Wittenberg, where he met Martin 
Luther, 


be 
Tyndale had hoped to gain the sup- 
port of Tunstal, Bishop of London, for 
his work of translation, but he failed 
in this. It is believed that it was about 
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1525 when he completed his translation 


of the New Testament into English. His 
translation was more accurate than Wy- 
cliffe’s in that he had used original 
Hebrew and Greek sources, as well as 
such textbooks as Erasmus’ Greek Tes- 
tament, the Latin Vulgate Version, and 
Luther’s German translation. The print- 
ing was donein Cologne by a man named 
Quentel.

ormation, which was already making its 
influence felt both.in England and on 
the Continent, was a man by the name 
of Cochloeus. Through the printer who 
was printing Tyndale’s English New 
Testament, this man learned what was 
taking place, and he not only tried to 
prevent its being printed at all, but he 
sent word to Henry VIII and to Car. 
dinal Wolsey urging them to have all 
English ports watched to prevent the 
admission to England of Tyndale’s New 
Testament. Warned of this danger, Tyn-/ 
dale collected the sheets already printed 
and went to Worms, where three thou- 
sand copies were completed and later 
a like number. 
’ se 

Many copies of the new translation 
reached England, but all the authority of 
the church was brought to bear on pre- 
venting their circulation and in punish- 
ing any who sold or bought them. Only 
two copies of these two first editions are 
known to exist today. However, the 
copies that got into the hands of the 
people, in spite of the fierce opposition 
of the clergy, made a tremendous impact 
against many of the hollow claims of 
the church.

Tyndale’s next efforts were directed 
toward the writing of several pamphlets 
on the doctrine of justification by faith, 
Christian obedience to the Scriptures, 
and the vices and errors and practices 
of the priesthood from the Pope down. 
Then he proceeded to translate the Old 
Testament into English, the Pentateuch 
being published in 1530. 

we 

Much of this time Tyndale lived in 
Germany. Then, in 1534, permission was 
finally granted for the printing of his 
English: Bible in England, and Tyndale 
prepared to return home. When he 
stopped in Antwerp for a time, enemies 
in England sent-a representative to that 


city to win his confidence and then to, 


treacherously betray him into the hands 
of Emperor Charles V. This plot suc- 
ceedéd, and in 1535 he was arrested and 
imprisoned near Brussels. In 1536, he 
was brought to trial as a heretic and 
condemned to death. In the town of 
Vilvorden, near Brussels, he was tied 
to a stake, and with the prayer on his 
lips, “Lord! Open the king of England's 
eyes,” he was first strangled by the exe- 
cutioner and then his body was burned. 
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But Tyndale won the victory. In spite 
of all the opposition, the common people 
of England were given the Bible in their 
own tongue, and the value of his work 
is seen in the fact that more than half 
of the text of our King James Version 
of the New Testament stands as it came 
first from Tyndale’s pen.

facilitate the taking of blood tests in 
cases of traffic action and of criminal 
action. 

The full text of these significant gov- 
ernment recommendations can be found 
in Alcool ou Santé, No. 9, page 8, the 
organ of the National Committee of De- 
fense Against Alcoholism. 





The Senator from the French Sudan, 
M. Amadou Doucoure, in a parliamen- 
tary debate, July 10, 1953, spoke of the 
great blessing of Islam in that it was a 
defense against alcoholic drink. After 
speaking of the immense export of 
French drink to North Africa, he added: 
“You are not unaware, Monsieur Min- 
ister, that our overseas French terri- 
tories, at least- those of West Africa, are 
contiguous to British and Spanish ones. 
The result is, then, a. clandestine border 
traffic. This [British] poison comes in 
without control alongside that from 
France. I allude to the ravages caused 
by gin, which has exterminated the 
beautiful race of Kroo men.” 

Dahomey is a Moslem land. Dahomey 
young men are distributing a leaflet say- 
ing. “Remember daily that the num- 
ber one enemy of body and mind §is 
alcohol; also it is the enemy of your 
coming family. You have seen men lose 
health, intellectual faculties, and con- 
science, and die at an age when they 
ought to be in full flower of life. You 
live in this atmosphere and risk making 
of yourself a wandering beast. Be a 
man! Fight it!” 





After the physicians and scientists, 
the writers of France are- mobilizing 
against alcohol. An Association of Mili- 
tant Authors is the name they take, and 
their Secretariat is at 8 Rue, Roquépine, 
Paris 8. They are planning a large scale 
campaign against the public poisoners 
(so they call the wine growers and dis- 
tillers) and are receiving from them due 
insult in return. A Committee on In- 
itiative meets regularly to prepare plans 
for combat. “I rejoice to see in our 
ranks,” writes M. Raoul Stephan, “old 
veterans of two wars along with con- 
scientious objectors. Yes, indeed, the 


great manufacturers of poison were very : 


clumsy in claiming that la pinard [the 
wine ration] won the war of 1914-1918. 
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I wish two or three fighting pastors could 
enter our Association. We have already 
a number of priests.”

Mon.—Proverbs 23:29-35. 
Intoxication Is Abnormal. 


PRAYER SuccesTions: “Who hath woe 
... they that tarry long at the wine; 
they that go to seek mixed wine.” In- 
toxication is outside the rule of the good 
life God has marked out for man. It 
deviates widely from the ‘normal life 
that will benefit humanity. It is alarm- 
ingly irregular and dangerous. We are 
prone to look upon drinkers as amus- 
ing when they are inflamed with liquor: 
but it is no laughing matter when they 
ruin body, soul, home, and the happiness 
of many people. Drink leads people to 
the brink of many woes. Intoxication 
leads to unsupportable mortification of 
the drinker and his family and friends. 
The safe thing is to keep away from the 
God-branded evil. Pray for a new and 
wide-sweeping temperance movement in 
America. 


Tues.—Isaiah 5:1-7. 
Intoxication Is Self-Delusion. 
PRAYER SUGGESTIONS: “I will lay it 
waste.” Want of moderation and restraint 
is seen in other than liquor drinkers. 
Religious people can be inordinate in 
zeal and speech and habitual behavior, 
as certainly as drunkards. The Bible 
lays much stress on sober-mindedness. 
This is the only state and quality of 
mind that should be exhibited by peo- 
ple of God. Self-delusion is one of the 
marks of the last days. “Deceiving, and 
being deceived” (2 Tim. 3:13; also Jas. 
1:22). Pray for a great spiritual awak- 
ening among the nominal followers of 
Christ. 


Wed.—Proverbs 22:1-8. 
Intoxication Injures Reputation. 


PRAYER SuGcEsTiIons: “A good name,is 
rather tq be choséh than great riches.” 
All who sow wickedness will reap van- 
ity. And the loss of a good name in 
this world and the next is no small 
matter. Moral virtues and their con- 
trary vices cannot be hidden in this 
world.

PrRaYER Svuccestions; “Not given to 
much wine.” Little wine leads to much 
wine. And liquor in any form always 
degrades, Virtues fade under its influ- 
ence, and vices grow and run wild and 
destroy the character of men and women, 
as you can see wherever drinkers con- 
gregate. It reduces rank, lowers dignity, 
weakens physical, moral, and intellec- 
tual character, and robs a man of the 
confidence of others. The curve of the 
moral 4ife of the drinker is downward. 
Every servant of God should be active 
in saving the rising generation from the 
perils of drink. Pray for the revival of 
temperance societies after the pattern of 
the God*honored Rechabites (Jer. 35).

Intoxication Is Foolish. 


PRAYER SvucGcesTions: “Whosoever is 
deceived thereby is not wise.” It is fool- 
ish to touch liquor. But a glamor has 
been thrown‘over the evil by those who 
make, sell, and drink liquor. It has 
been so glorified that it has cast a magic 
spell over millions of our youth. But 
the deceptive or enticing charm by 
means of radio, television, and newsprint, 
through lavish publicity today, sinks all 
the publicity given to it in the past. Un- 
less Christians awake to do what God 
commands them to do about this evil 
they will be held accountable by the 
Lord for the destruction of never-dying 
souls, as surely as were worshipers of 
Moloch, who made their children go 
through the fire. Pray for more temper- 
ance teaching in churches and Sunday 
schools.

Intoxication Is Ignorant. 
PraYER SuccesTions: “If any man de- 
file the temple of God, him shall God 
destroy.” Drinkers are destitute of 
knowledge; uninstructed or uninformed. 
The blame for this lack of divinely given 
knowledge must fall upon parents and 
teachers, preachers, neighbors, and 
friends. The want of Biblical knowl- 
edge concerning the evils of liquor is 
alarming. Pray for the rousing of 
writers and teachers and all parents to 
their temperance duty.
